THE TRANSFIGURATION 


The Transfiguration of Our Lord Jesus Christ is celebrated on August 6th. 
The texts from the Old Testatent which we hear during vespers for the feast, on the 
evening of August 5th, prepare us to understand the mystery of the Transfigu- 
ration. First of all, comes the account (exod. 24. 12-18) of Moses on Mount 
Sinai, where he spent forty days and forty nights. The reasons for choosing 
this text are easy to understand. Moses is one of the figures of the Old 
Covenant, who, according to the gospel acount, is seen with the transfi- 
-gured Jesus. Then there is the theme of the mountain: 'Come up ‘to me into 
the mount, and be there', and it is also on a mountain that Jesus is trans- 
figured. There is the parallel - and the contrast - between the two 1@Ses 
of f revelation received on the mountain: in the first, God gives Moses the law 
written on tables of stone; in the second, God reveals the living ‘person of 
his Son: Finally, there is the light, or cloud, of the, divine presence, that 
*Blory’ which, for the Hebrews, had a physical reality - 'A cloud covered 
the mount. And the glory of the Lord abode upon Mount Sinai. a -The glory 
Of the Lord was like devouring fire on the top of the mount...' - and which 
already presages the light of the Transfiguration.’ The next reading Exod. 
33. 11-23, 34. 4-6,8) gives us an episode each word of which applies marvel- 
sously well to our ow spiritual life. God says to Moses: 'My presence shall 
go with thee, and I will give thee rest'. Moses asks Ged: 'I Beseech thee, 
shew we thy glory". God answers: 'I will make all my goodness pess before thee... 
Thou canst not see my face'. Moses comes to the meeting: place fixed by ‘God; 
he stands on Sinai with the tables of the law in his hands. "And the Lord 
-deseended in the cloud.... And the Lora passed by before him, and prociained; 
Je. Lord, The Lord God, merciful and gracious, longsuffering, and abundant, 
an goodness and truth...' F God speaks to us inwardly as he spoke: sD Moses3 
‘face. to face; as a man speaketh unto his’ friend’, “As with Moses, ‘he inakes 
his goodness rather than his glory pass beofre us. But we are more fortunate 
than Moses, for we know that we can contemplate the face of God in the person 
of the Son. Finally, two episodes from the life of Elijah (Septuagint, 3 kgs 
19, 3-16) are read. First , his taking refuge for forty days on Mount Horeb, 
Where an angel brings him bread and water; then, the revelation of the divine 


presence which was not in the fire, the wind or the earthquake, but in the 
‘etill small voice’. Earlier in this chapter, we have commented on this, 
and so ask our readers to refer to that. These three readings from the Old 


Testament associate Moses and ‘Elijah, ‘for both of them will be witnesses of 
the Transfipuration of Our:Lord. 


At matins, we hear the account of the Transfiguration given in the gospel 
according to St Luke (9. 28-36). At the-liturgy, the account is taken from 


the gospel according to St Matthew (17. 1-9). The epistle read at the liturgy is 
the second of Peter's epistles (1. 10-19): with James and John] he was one of the 

"three witnesses of the Transfiguration. Also, his memory of this mystery is parti- 
cularly moving: 'We ... were eyewitnesses of his majesty...This is my beloved 
‘Son.... This voice which came from heaven we heard,when we were with him in the holy — 
mount...'. Peter 'more sure' (perhaps because his readers have not had his expe- 
rience, or through humility he gives a higher standing to Scriptures than to nis 
own experience, or perhaps he wants to underline the divine authority of the whole 
body of prophecies). The prophetic word, like the light of the Transfiguration 
"shineth in a dark place', says Peter, "intil the day dawn, and the day star arise 
in your hearts!. 


Let us now try ‘to corisider some aspects of -he gospel account of the Transfir 


Jesus takes his three most intimate disciples with him. Sometimes God reveals. 
Himself to sinners in an extraordinary way, but, in general, the privilege of 
contemplating God, and of entering into the joy of the Transfiguration is reserve: 
for those who have followed the Master long and faithfully.
